The  truth  is  that  the  script  was  so  good  that  it  was  hard  to  pass  up.  This  is  a  quiet  play 
about  big  issues.  It  is  a  play  about  family,  heritage,  and  dreams.  It  is  a  play  about 
prejudice. .  .not  the  large  prejudice  like  Sunny  tells  about  in  the  play,  but  the  small 
prejudices  which  happen  when  we  forget  who  we  are  and  try  to  be  something  we  are  not. 

It  is  a  play  about  embracing  where  you  come  from  whetha:  it  is  the  Jewish  community  in 
Atlanta  is  1939  or  a  small  town  in  Indiana  in  2005.
